In  seven  years  llie  cousumplinn  rose  to 
600,000,000,  but  in  the  fi\e  siieeeeding  years  it 
rose  to  a  thousand  millions,  and  in  i,S97  to 
over  one  thousand  two  hundred  millions.  In 
Austria-Hungary  the  consumption  of  cigarettes 
amounted  in  [890  to  i,o4S,ooo,(XX)  ;  in  1IS91  to 
I  2ii,ooo,ooG,and  in  iS96toover  2,040,000,000. 
That  the  cigarette  consnini.tion  doubled  in 
five  years  in  .AnstriaTIunijarv  is  imt  sur- 
prising, for  the  ri.i;ars  made  by  the  .Austrian 
regie  are  excessi\ely  and  con-esponiiijij;lv 
dear.  But  the  rai>id  increase  in  the  consnmp- 
tion  of  cigarettes  in  Germany  must  be  ascrib- 
ed rather  lo  fashion  than  to  any  other  cause, 
for  Germany  is  producing  a  very,  f.iir  and 
very  cheap  cigar.

It  i.^ab8ohltely 
j  intolerable  th.it  s'.>ldiers,  who  are  after  all  hut 
J  a  kind  of  police,   should   V,ie    allowed   to  carry 
di.surder  and  de^ith   into   the    heart   of  a  city, 
even  if  they  do    not   agrtre  with   the  exitting 
political  order.     We  suppose  tliat  Sr.  Cuestas 
did  not  feel  str.mi,'  enough  to  order  the  execu- 
;  lion   of   the  ofTeiutcr  ;    t)ijt   we   fear   that   he 
\  thereby  shewed  himself  too  weak  to  maintain 
i  order.—  Rei-ie:i\  Buenos  Aires. 
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On  the  9th  inst.  some  Polytechnic 
students  undertook  to  hang  up  some 
kind  of  an  effigy,  apparently  offensive 
to  the  police,  on  a  telephone  wire  pass- 
ing over  the  roof  of  the  school  edifice. 
Tlie  police  delegate  of  the  district  took 
the  affair  seriously  and  sent  a  force  ts 
remove  the  offensive  object.  To  do  so 
the  police  invaded  the  .scliool  edifice, 
fought  with  the  .students,  hroke  up 
variotis  clas.ses,  caused  some  slight 
damages,  arre.sted  some  students  and 
removed  thceffigy.  A  few  stiulciit.sarc 
said  to  have  been  injured  in  the  row. 
The  acting  director  of  the  schoo!  then 
lost  his  head,  clcsed  the  school  for  lack 
of  guarantees  and  wrote  a  violent  pro- 
test against  the  invasion  of  the  school. 
The  chief  of  police  likewi.se  took  the 
matter  seriou.sly,  kept  tlie  arrested  stu- 
dents in  jail  over  night,  and  neglected 
to  take  a  dignified  and  impartial  stand 
in  the  controversy.  Various  excitable 
congressmen,  principally  jacobins,  at 
once  made  themselves  prominent  in  the 
matter  with  the  object  of  embarrassing 
the  government,  and  the  ridiculous  con- 
flict at  once  became  almost  the  one 
subject  of  discussion  in  both  houses  of 
congress.  And,  as  is  the  custom,  the 
discussion  was  at  once  carried  into  the 
cohmiiisof  the  press.  Thecomiiuiiiding 
officer  of  the  police  brigade,  irritated  by 
some  allusion  to  his  class  by  an  excited 
senator,  forgot  his  dignity  and  made  a 
stinging  reply  in  the  press,  for  which 
he  was  immediately  removed.  The  di- 
rector of  the  school,  the  police  delegate, 
various  commissions  of  .students,  and  a 
great  many  others  have  joined  in  the 
discussion,  which  has  served  only  to 
confuse  the  tpiestion  at  issue.  And 
besides  these,  several  newspapers  have 
made  the  subject  a  pretext  for  violent 
attacks  upon  the  police  and  ujion  the 
government.  To  speak  frankly,  a  tri- 
fling students'  joke  has  been  magnified 
into  an  affair  of  national  importance, 
and  in  the  hands  of  a  group  of  agitators 
has  been  made  an  intolerable  nuisance. 
For  a  bankrupt  country  to  waste  a  whole 
week  in  a  pitiful  jangle  over  a  stupid 
joke,  is  enough  to  make  one  despairof 
the  future.  Brazil  wants  a  little  serious 
legislation,  a  little  wise  economy,  a  little 
sober  reflection.  Instead  of  this,  con- 
gress has  nothing  better  to  offer  than 
silly  discussions  of  this  character  !  And 
why,  may  we  not  ask,  is  it  not  possible 
to  treat  such  petty  affairs  in  a  dignified 
and  sensible  way  ?  If  the  students  are 
insensible  to  all  the  proprieties  (which 
is  excusable  in  a  group  of  irresponsible 
schoolboys),  their  seniors  should  make 
it  their  business  to  set  them  a  good 
example.     The  Polytechnic  School  is  a 


gi:)verniiieiit  institution,  and  its  direc- 
tor is  an  ajipointee  of  the  President. 
What  is  easier  and  simpler,  then,  than 
this  ?  The  President,  on  being  iuforni- 
ed  of  serious  misbehavior  on  the  part' 
of  the  students,  advises  the  director 
tliat  he  must  repress  all  such  occurren- 
ces and  maintain  good  order  and  disci- 
pline in  the  school.  If  the  director 
fails,  dismiss  him  at  once  and  appoint 
another.  If  this  also  fails,  tlieii  dose 
the  .school.  Under  no  circumstance 
should  the  ]TOlice  be  used  to  maintain 
order  and  discijiline,  except  in  cases  of 
actual  violence,  when  the  student  should 
be  treated  hke  any  other  promoter  of 
disorder.  The  director  and  facult}^  are 
employed  to  govern  tlic  school  as  well 
as  to  teach,  and  if  the\'  fail  in  this  they 
should  be  substituted.  Under  every 
circninstancc  tlie>'  should  be  made  to 
feel  that  they  are  held  fully  responsible 
for  its  discipline  and  good  name-  And 
then,  beyond  all  this,  if  it  is  found  im- 
po.ssible  to  maiatain  the  school  without, 
constant  interventions  on  the  part  of 
obstructive  coiigressiueu,  steps  should^ 
be  at  once  taken  to  transform  it  into  a 
private  school.  It  can  not  fail  to  be 
liighly  prejudicial  both  to  the  students 
and  to  tlie  cause  of  education  to  have 
the  e  niiittcrs  of  school  di.'-'cip'.iuL'  taken 
into  the  realm  of  political  discussion  and 
used  by  political  agitators  as  a  means  of 
annoying  the  government.  Politics  and 
political  agitation  sliould  be  carefully 
kept  out  of  the  public  schools,  and 
students  should  be  made  to  feel  that 
their  interference  in  such  matters  is  not 
desiralDle.
